Power of Sena te Comm ittee# 


Is Vested In Full Sena tti

You hear a great deal these days aoou* the 


power of Senate committees, as if they were 


separate legal entities with authority conferred 


upon them both by statute and b.v the U. S. Con- 


sittution. But the fundam ental fact about them 


tends to be ov erlook ed. 


Senate committees hav e no inherent power 
of their own. The authority they exercise is the 
power of the Senate itself. 


The power to inv estigate, to subpoena w it­ 
nesses, is the possession of the 96 senators to­ 
gether— as a legislativ e assembly. When this 
authority is used by a committee or a subcom ­ 
mittee, a group of from three to more than 20 
indiv iduals, it has merely been delegated. Since 
that is so, the power can therefore be w ithdraw n 
w'hen the full Senate so wdlls. 


This m atter might hav e be*en put to test under 
circumstances that seemed to be tak ing shape 
not long ago in the A rm y-M cC arthy hearings. 


For a time it was not clear w hether Senator 
M cCarthy would choose to testify when the in­ 
quiry resumed after a w eek ’s lay-off. It look ed 
doubtful that any effort would be m ade by the 
M undt subcommittee to subpoena him, w hatev er 
the legalities of that problem. But indications 
w'^ere that the group w'ould subpoena M cCarthy’s 
staff men, Roy Cohn and Ftrancis Carr. 


Thereupon the question aro.se w hether Mc­ 
Carthy, as chairm an of the full Senate Com m it­ 
tee on Gov ernm ent Operations, might seek to 
cancel any subpoenas issued Mr Cohn and Carr. 


For the test to hav e been made, McCarthy 
of couise would hav e required support of a 
committee m ajority in such a cancellation. His 
position as chairm an does not giv e him authority 
independent of the committee. 


But if he had decided on that course and had 
gained a m ajority support, it seem.« perfectly 
plain that the full Senate couid hav e set aside 
his cancellation ot subpoenas and ordered them 
issued as originally intended by the sub-com ­ 
mittee. 


This might hav e been a case, in other words, 
of the Senate tem porarily draw ing back the 
pow'er delegated to a committee in order to 
exercise it according to its own light,« . 


In some wa.v s, Americans interested in greater 
senatorial responsibility were perhaps disap­ 
pointed that some such test did not come off. 
W hatev er the Senate’s decision might hav e been, 
the mere need to m ak e one w'ould hav e serv ed 
as a sharp rem inder that the Senate is indeed 
the parent of its committees, and not simply 
their baby sitter. 
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Vita inin B-6 Is Importa nt 


Fa ctor In Infa nt Feeding 


By Edwin P. J orda n, M D. 


A fascinating story of a medical mysterv * has 
tust come to my attention. It started with the 
rather alarming experience of a physican who 
was called to see a num ber of infants about 
tw'o months old who w ere afflicted with conv ul­ 
siv e seizures. 


All of these infants were receiv ing the same 
commercial preparation of modified cowl’s milk 
rather than m other’s rnilk . When they were 
giv en some other preparation the conv ulsions 
prom ptly ceased. 


It soon became apparent that other physicians 
were seeing babies from about 6 week s to 
4 
months old with sim ilar conv lusiv e seizures and 
that all of the infants had been fed on the same 
preparation. It was a startling and rather alarm ­ 
ing situation. 


The problem prom ptly came to the at tent ion 
of the Div ision of Nutrition of the U. S. Ff’od 
and Drug Administration, and particularly to 
that of Dr. O. L. Kline in that div ision. 


He quick ly recognized the similarity of the 
conv lusions in these small children to that w'hich 
occurred in young rats who were fed a diet de­ 
ficient in v itamin B-6 in exeprim ents which he 
and others had conducted some years before. 


The next step w'as to see what effect the a d ­ 
dition of v itamin B-6 to the diet of these infants 
would hav e. Soon after this step w'as decided on, 
an infant was admitted to the Univ ersity Hos­ 
pital, the State Univ ersity of Iowa. This infant 
seemed a suitable candidate for this study. 


The child was giv en a single injection of v ita­ 
min R-6 .^llhnugh feeding was continued with 
the same batch of commercially modified cowl’s 
milk for sev eral days, no further conv lusions 
occurred. 


A great many other studies on this curious 
situation hav e already been conducted. It was 
found, for example, that the v itam in B-6 con­ 
tent of the particular commercial preparation 
WHS a little less than half that in fresh hum an 
niiik . 
The situation, of course, has been lemeuied 
and \v a.« no one’s fault in the fust place. But the 
w'holc experience has serv ed to concentrate in­ 
creased attention on the importance ci v itamin 
B-6 in infant feeding in the prev ention of con­ 
v ulsions. 
It has also emphasized the possible role of thi.s 
v itam in in other conditions, and the importance 
of other v itamins as well. 
One other point may be brought out from 
this rem ark able ev ent: Human milk for hum an 
infants remains the best food when po.ssible. 
although one need hav ’e no unnecessary tears 
concerning modified cow’s milk formula.« be­ 
cause of this one unfortunate episode.

Patterson was slain . 
The lon g-simn aerin g cauld ron of 
vice had ly)iled over in to gan gster- 
like violen ce at last in a compla­ 
cen t commun ity where gamblin g, 
liquor an d prostitution were the 
most 
flourishin g 
in d ustries. 
Its 
people, stun n ed in to reality an d 
afraid of the future, were hold in g 
on to their mon ey “ un til we fin d 
out what we’re goin g to d o.” 
A feelin g of d esperation was evi­ 
d en t throughout the on ce carefree 
city of 23,000 where sold iers from 
n earby Ft. Ben n in g, Ga., came 
each n ight to loun ge in the girlie 
bars an d gamble away their pay. 
Georgia authorities could n ’t reg­ 
ulate the vice d en s an d Alabama 
d id n ’t con trol them, ex cept at in ­ 
tervals when the lid came d own 
an d then grad ually lifted again . 
Phen ix City is closed again n ow, 
tighter than ever. An d Gov. Gor­ 
d on Per.son s has vowed to keep it 
that way — at least un til he leaves 
office n ex t Jan uary. 
On e immed iate effect, the gov­ 
ern or hopes, may be to “ starve 
out” the killer who gun n ed Patter­ 
son to d eath last Frid ay n ight be­ 
fore he could take office as at­ 
torn ey gen eral an d begin the vice 
clean up he had promised . 
The gamblers an d the vice lord s 
have been hit hard by the clamp- 
d own . e n f o r c e d by Nation al 
Guard smen , an d the “off limits” 
sign s posted aroun d the city for 
sold iers from Ft. Ben n in g, 
On e gam bler alon e complain ed 
that the loss of busin ess was cost­ 
in g him $1,000 a d ay. 
Prostitutes fled across the Chat­ 
tahoochee River in to Columbus, 
Ga.. but authorities there ord ered 
them out. As far away as Mon t­ 
gomery, 85 miles to the west, the 
city commission ord ered a vice 
shaked own to keep the giris on the 
move. 
But there is a far more omin ous 
cloud hoverin g over this Chatta- 
hoc-;hee 
River 
town . 
Its 
en tire 
econ omy may fall apart. 
Alton V. Foster, the Chamber of 
Commerce m an ager who resign ed 
in an gry protest after Patterson ’s 
m urd er, said the clean up ord er wn ll 
“ ruin the city fin an cially” if it re­ 
main s in force, but he ad d ed : 
“It would be the best thin g that 
could happen . Even if it mean s the 
city has to go in to receivership 
again , it wd ll be w'orth the sacri­ 
fice if a healthy n ew commun ity 
can grow up in its place.” 
Phen ix City wen t ban krupt d ur­ 
in g the d epression an d stayed in 
receivership 15 years. 
In 1952, Phen ix City’s mun ici­ 
pal in come was $649.679, an d on e 
way or an other, gamblin g an d its 
kin d red vices accoun ted for n early 
on e-half of the total tax receipts.

En gin eers an d ex perts in 
jstreet main len an ct? an d con .struc- 
ition have supplied the basic ui- 
formatio.n an d have been an d are 
guid in g rhe program. 
“The first step in the program 
has been an in ven tory of our 
streets. It is a sicken in g picture to 
those of us who are charged with 
the respon sibility of ' govern men t. 
“The n ex t step has 
been to 
establish d eiin itely the re.spon si- 
bilily of the city an a of the prop­ 
erty own ers as pin poin ted by the 
slatute.s of the Stale of Missouri. 
The third step has been to de­ 
termine the basic requirements of 
a serv iceable street. 
“The fourth step ha.s been to 
I d etermin e v ays an d mean s of 
improvin g all streets. 
“I would like to toucfi upon 
i these four poin ts. 
“After our in ven tory or survey 
of the streets, wc established two 
classiiication s—improved an d un ­ 
improved . 
Improved streets are 
those built of brick, con crete, rock 
base with an asphalt mat coal, an d 
brick .'■'treets with an asphalt mat 
coat 
Un improved 
street.« 
are 
those of rock or gravel, with or 
vvithout a seal coated surface an d 
with or without curb an d gutter. 
Lo sing Go o d Streets 
“Every on e of 
our 
improved 
streets is showin g sign s of fail­ 
ure. There is n ot on e con crete 
street in Sed alia that is n ot full 
of cracks an d showin g d eteriora­ 
tion of the surface. I have been 
told the last con crete street was 
laid n early 25 years ago. It is n o 
wDiiaer they are showin g sign s 
of wear. 
“Our brick streets are un even , 
show'in g 
settlin g 
of 
the 
base. 
Bricks are un even in the rows, 
man y are cracked an d broken . 
Each of these streets, bric^ or con ­ 
crete, is con tributin g to the wear 
an d tear on your car, n oise an d 
d iscomfort to the resid en ts, ad d ­ 
in g to tiaffic hazard s an d are 
affectin g the value of the homes 
of the property own ers. 
“ Our search o f the statutes re­ 
v eals the pav ing , resurfacing and 
majo r maintenance o f the streets 
and curbs are the respo nsibility o f 
pro perty 'Owners, The city is defi­ 
nitely pro hibited fro m do ing this 
wo rk o ut o f g eneral rev enue. It 
can o nly be do ne by tax bills 
issued 
ag ainst 
the a b u t t i n g 
pro perty . 
‘‘Much of this resurfacin g can 
be forced upon the property own ­ 
ers through laws specifically d e­ 
sign ed , I believe, to preven t com­ 
plete failure of the street system. 
This, of course, is n ot the proper 
approach to the problem. 
“It has been said the city has 
lots of mon ey an d should pay 
for this work. Leavin g asid e the 
fact this is illegal, is it fair for 
the people livin g on on e street 
to be forced to pay for street im ­ 
provemen ts on an other that will 
in crease the value of the homes 
of others? 
Where City Gets Mo ney 
“Where d oes this id ea sprin g up 
that the city has lots of mon ey. 
We an ticipate that all property 
tax es, both real estate an d per­ 
son al, will prod uce a reven ue of 
$269,000 this year. 
This in clud es 
approx im ately $90,000 for bon d .s 
an d in terest. The en tire $269,000 
will n ot pay the salaries of the 
firemen , policemen , garbage pick­ 
up men , sewage d isposal plan t op­ 
erators, street an d alley d epart­ 
men t employeer, public library 
employees, public park employ­ 
ees an d the few rem ain in g other 
city employees, even ex clud in g the 
salaries of the m ayor an d coun - 
cilmen .

Reports 
On Talks 


Tells Parliament 
About His Two Hour 
Session With Red 
China’s Premier 


PARIS, J une 24 —m—Premier 
Pierre M endes-France reported to 
parliament today on his two-hour 
talk in Switzerland with Chou En- 
lai of Red China. He asked the 
National Assembly to defer debate 
on the makeup of his new cabinet, 
and won on that point, 
433-23. 
He said he is pushing ahead as 
quickly as possible for a halt to 
the fighting in Indochina— which 
hOe has promised to bring about 
by J uly 20 or resign—but that 
France intends to keep her posi­ 
tion in the Far East and will insist 
on an honorable settlement. 
If the fighting must continue, 
the Premier went on, France prob­ 
ably w ill be unable to carry on 
alone and may be forced “ to ask 
another nation to help shoulder 
the sacrifices.” He did not indicate 
what nation 
he 
meant. United 
States aid there currently totals 
about % billion dollars a y ear. 
M endes-Frances aid he had been 
impressed with the “ realism, care 
for detail and desire to reach an 
agreement” 
which 
had 
marked 
the Chinese approach to the con­ 
ference y esterday . 
He reported 
there had been 
agreement that the m ilitary situa­ 
tion should hav e priority of dis­ 
cussion ov er the political problems 
of Viet Nam. He said there seemed 
to be no great problems on Cam­ 
bodia and Laos, the other two In­ 
dochinese nations, and that the 
independence of these two king­ 
doms was not challenged. 
*T did not hide,” said Mendes- 
France, “ that the French gov ern­ 
ment is not disposed to accept just 
any solution that is offered. Our 
discussions must be on a basis 
of an honorable solution which 
cov ers the defense of our v ital 
interests.” 
In Washington, Sen. Knowland 
(R -C alif) declared Chou and the 
new French premier “ are pre­ 
pared to negotiate a Far Eastern 
M unich.” At the v ery least, he 
said, China would demand all of 
the Tonkin Delta of Viet Nam and 
added: 
“ This is going to be a tremen­ 
dous v ictory for communism in 
Asia.” 
He contended any “ settlem ent” 
would leav e Laos and Cambodia 
disarmed and helpless, 
M endes-France said he had un­ 
derlined the necessity for the con­ 
tinued presence of France in the 
Far East and her intention to 
make plans for stay ing on a long­ 
term basis.

WASHINGTON, Jun e 24— 
The Senate tonight passed a one- 
year extension of the 
2 0 -year-old 
reciprocal Trade Agreements Act 
despite Democrats’ cries that the 
extension was-“an em pty gesture.” 
The vote was 71-3. Senators 
Butler (R-N eb ), Malone (R-N ev) 
and M cCarran (D -N ev) voted no. 
Before the final decision the 
cham b er b eat down, 45-32, a Dem ­ 
ocratic 
move 
for a 
lib eralized, 
three-year extension, as originally 
favored b y President Eisenhower. 
The one-year b ill now goes b ack 
to the House for consideration of 
minor 
Senate 
am endm ents. 
Its 
passage complies wilh the latest 
stand of President Eisenhower, al­ 
though he originally sought the 
b roader plan. 
This plan called for a three-year 
extension with new powers for the 
President to cut tariffs up to 15 
per cent. It was rejected b y a 
solid lineup of 39 Repub licans, 
who 
also 
were 
joined b y six 
Democrat.^. 
The proposal was offered b y 22 
Democrats and one Independent 
as a sub stitute for the one-year 
extension b ill pas.sed b y the House 
June 11 and b acked b y Senate Re­ 
pub lican leaders. 
Defeat of the sub stitute appear­ 
ed to make it certain the Senate 
would go along with the cne-year 
b ill

called it an “em pty gesture.”

Dr. W illiam M. D. H am m on and 
associates of the U niversity of 
P ittsburg h m ade the recheck study 
on children given either GG or 
useless gelatin in controlled tests 
in 1951-52 in U tah, Texas and 
Iow a. 
Some of the children w ho cam e 
dow n w ith paralytic disease diag­ 
nosed as polio actually did not 
have any of the 
three 
viruses 
know n to cause hum an polio, the 
team told the A m erican M edical 
Assn.

The B ritish people threw W inston C hurchill out of office 
in 1945 for two reasons. 
They nad fallen for the pie-in -the-sk y prom ises of the 
Socialists, and they didn’t think the great w ar leader was the 
m an to guide them to peace. 
The Socialists m essed up the country’s economy and C hurchill 
was called back, but the 19*3 5 expression of doubt still rankled. 
As his age began to show m ore and more, he becam e obsessed 
w ith the idea that he couid also gain a place in history as a 
m an of peace. 
His efforts in this direction, w hich have brought him very 
close to the fram e of m ind w'hich possessed B ritish diplom ats 
wlien they v.'ent to M unich in 1938, have also produced a very 
serious policy split w ith the U nited States. 
So today’s m eeting in W ashington w as arranged to see if 
som ething could be done about it. But A nthony Eden, C hurchill’s 
com panion on the trip and heir apparent, just about tore up the 
conferences before they began w ith his speech in P arliam ent 
W ednesday. 
W ashington officials had expected B ritain to agree, once the 
Geneva conferences prove ineffective, to get dow n to business on 
establishm ent of a Southeast A sian security pact. 
But Eden cam e up w ith a codicil. Such a security pact is all 
right, he said, but it should go hand in hand w ith an A siatic 
Locarno in w hich Red China would join in guaranteeing an Indo­ 
china .settlement. The Locarno idea harks back to one of the long 
series of C hurchill trial baloons.

Russia had picked up the Locarno idea, w ith variations, at 
the Berlin conference, and the W estern pow ers had unanim ously 
turned it dov/n. One thing, of course, was that Rus.sia dem anded 
abandonm ent of plans for a unified E uropean arm y. 
Eden’s speech was particularly offensive in W ashington be­ 
cause he praised all the top C om m unist leaders at G eneva and 
om itted John F o s t D ul l e s .

Russia Accuses 
US Of Seizing 
So v iet Ta nker 


MOSCOW, F riday, Jun e 25 (/P) 
—Russia, in a stiff note to the 
U nited States, reported a Soviet 
tan k er carrying paraffin w as in­ 
tercepted in the China Sea off 
Form osa W ednesday, and accused 
the U. S. N avy of seizing the ves­ 
sel, its crew and cargo. 
T he note, m ade public today, 
dem anded the im m ediate re turn 
of vessel, crew and cargo and “se­ 
vere punishm ent of the A m erican 
officials responsible for this un ­ 
law ful act.” It threaten ed to take 
“appropriate m easures for safe­ 
guarding the security of Soviet 
m erchant 
ships 
sailing in that 
area.” 
This threa t could pressage pos­ 
sible Soviet naval patrols in the 
w ater approaches 
to 
Indochina 
and Southeast Asia. 
The U. S. S tate D eepartm ent in 
W ashington asknow ledged it had 
received such a note from the 
K rem lin. 
D epartm ent P ress Of­ 
ficer Lincoln W hite said the note 
gave “no evidence tha t the U nited 
States had anything to do w ith the 
ship seizure.” He said the U nited 
States w ill reply to the note in 
due course.

“It is obvious tha t seiz­ 
ure of the Soviet tan k er by aw ar- 
ship in w aters under control of 
the U. S. N avy could be brought 
about onlv by the naval forces of 
the U.S.A.”
